casional defects found in the 
stamps after issue, by the stamp 
collectors. 


Every effort however is made 
to prevent defective or unfinish- 
ed stamps from getting out of 
the printing plant and into cir- 
culation and as a matter of fact 
there are standing orders that 
any such stamps found in the 
stocks of postmasters in any city, 
stamps that may have escaped 
the eagle eye of the inspectors, 
shall be returned to the printers 
for destruction. 


From time to time such defec- 
tive material is returned to the 
printing department, but in most 
cases where finds of such material 
are made, the stamps reach some 
stamp collector because of the 
fact that postmasters are usually 
besieged by collectors looking for 
such things.

Unusual Postal Markings 
Interesting Field Found 
On Anybody’s Daily Mail 


Collectors of Postal Markings 
are usually thought to be those 
certain collectors who are parti- 
cularly interested in the early 
Postmarks prior to postage stamps 
and of the early period of postage 
stamp use. 

Postal markings however refer 
to any and all Government mark- 
ings on mail matter, whether can- 
cellations for stamps or other 
markings and the field is one 
that can be found of much inter- 
est if you will watch your mail 
of today for markings that are 
seldom used. A _ collection and 
study of such markings with an 
effort to classify and to learn the 
why and the wherefore of each 
different marking will provide 
many hours of interesting work 
fo> any collector. 

The thought for these remarks 
was brought about by receipt of 
a letter a few days ago from 
Philadelphia, Pa., the printed 
name and address of the sender 
is on the back flap of the enve- 
lope, the front perfectly plain. 
The letter was mailed with a 
strip of three 1c Defense stamps 
and is entirely void of any post- 
mark or cancellation on the face 
of the envelope or on the back, 
except that the three postage 


stamps have been marked over 
with a plain lead pencil much in 
the manner that one would 


scratch out or cross some word- 
ing which they wished to elimi- 
nate or leave out of some written 
manuscript. This is of course’ a 
postal marking, one that is en- 
tirely unofficial and not among 
the regular government mark- 
ings, yet after all, a marking ap- 
plied in the Postal Service and a 
queer and unusual one indeed. 





War Brings Avalanche 
Of New Postage Stamps 


Kent B. Stiles writing in the 
New York Times of July 19, states 
that at least 850 new varieties of 
postage stamps have been issued 
in the first six month of 1942. 
Mr. Stiles states that this rate 
continued through the year will 





make 1942 outrank both 1940 
and 1941 in numbers issued. 
This number however is _ still 


far behind the numbers issued in 
the avalunche of stamps _ that 
came following the last world war 
when inflation reduced the postal 
value of stamps almost as fast as 
some countries could print them.

Says Dr. Martin, 
and if we can judge by letters 


that have come to our office 
there are a lot of collectors whose 
fancy has been stirred by these 
stirring remarks.

Ryder, Treasurer of 
the Bureau Issues Association 
states that Dr. Martin is doomed 
to disappointment in his lust for 
Blood red stamps and in support

We shall be content to let two 
suuch able gentlemen as Mr. Ry- 
der and Mr. Rich argue this point 
themselves and to provide the 
means we print herewith the let- 
ter from Mr. Rich which has just 
come to hand, 

“To the Editor of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp New, Sidney, Ohio.” 
“Dear George: 

“The facts involved in that 
matter of the color of the 3 cent 
stamp and Dr. C. W. Martin’s de- 
sire to have it in red, might be 
of interest. Here are what I be- 
lieve are the essentials: and if 
any are missed it is because they 
do not seem strictly relevent to 
the question. 

1, The U. S. 3-cent stamps have 
been in purple since 1890. 

2. The international color 
scheme was adopted by the WaSh- 
ington congress of the Universal 
Postal Union in 1897. It provided 
that the stamp for the unit print- 
ed_ matter rate (international) 
should be green; that for the in- 
ternational post card erate red: 
and that for the _ international 
single letter rate blue. 

3. By general usage, most coun- 
tries made the domestic single

I was very interested in read- 
ing Mr. Kaner’s article in the 
June 4th issue of the News, since 
I had obtained all of these cov- 
ers myself several vears ago. 

However, he made a mistake 
in his article, since the southern- 
most postoffice in the world is 
at Ushuaia, Argentina. Ushuaia is 
about 160 miles southeast of Ma- 
gallenes, on the southern end of 
Tierra del Fuego, the large island 
at the end of the tip of South 
America, and near Cape Horn. 
Near Ushuaia is a prison colony, 
and the population is about 6,000. 

You might also be interested in 
knowing about the three year 
search I made before finding the | 
name of the highest post office 
in the world. When I first tried 
to find the name of this post of- 
fice, I wrote you, but you did| 
not know. I wrote the _ British 
government colonial division in 
London, thinking that it might 
be in India or some British colo- 
ny, but they had no information. 

Then I wrote to Delhi, the cap- 
ft:! of India, thinking they might 
be able to help, since the post- 
office might be high in the Hima- 
layas on the Irdian side of the 
border. But there were no post- 
office high in the mountains. 

The postoffice department in 
Washington was not able to offer 
any suggestions either. 

Still trying to locate the infor- 
mation, I wrote the postmaster in 


Lhassa, Tibet, but never heard 
from him as I do not believe 
there is any international mail 


service there. In desperation, I 
wrote to Time Magazine, which at 
th_- time (1936) published a sepa- 
rate small magazine of letters 
from readers, asking them for the 
information. They promptly gave 
me the name of a town high on 
the Tibeten plateau, and I wrote 
there immediately. 

Two weeks later, one of their 
readers wrote them saying that 
Cerro de Pasco, Peru, was the 
world’s highest postoffice, and 
they admitted their mistake. In 
due time, a cover from the post- 
master came through, with the 
information that Cerro de Pasco 
is 14,208 feet high, has a popula- 
tion of about 15,000, and is about 
138 miles northeast of Lima, the 
Peruvian capital. 

It was not hard to find out that 
the world’s lowest postoffice in 
Bible-famed Jericho, Palestine, 
which, according to the postmas- 
ter, is about 2,000 feet below sea 
level, has a population of about 
1200 people, mostly Bedouins- 
The new town has been settled 
for only about 300 years, while 
of course the old town is about 
4500 years old, and was last set- 
tled by the Romans at the end of 
Biblical times. 

Incidentally, Cerro de Pasco is 
the home of the Cerro de Pasco 
Copper Co. one of the _ world’s 
largest producers of copper, and 
is helping our country much in 
our war effort in relieving the 
copper shortage. 

You might also be interested in 
knowing of the postoffices in 
American territories that are at 
the farthest extremes. Barrow, 
‘Alaska, at the northern tip of 
Point Barrow, is the northern- 
most American postoffice. 

The southernmost is Leone, Tu- 
tuila, Samoa, being a little further 
south than Pago Pago, the capi- 
tal of the territory. 

The easternmost American 
postoffice, is Christiansted, on the 


Islands. Kingshill postoffice on 
the same island is six miles west 
of Christiansted. 

The westernmost postoffice in 
‘American territory was Guam, 
Guam, now captured by the Jap- 
anese. On May 6, 1936, the post- 
master wrote me that the postof- 
fice, located at Aguana serves the 
whole island. There were no other 
postoffice, but two Star Routes, 
one to Piti, Sumay, Agat, and 
back, and the other to Juarajan, 
Morizo, Umatac, and back:

is Balabac, on the island of Pe-

CROATIA.—The New York

Meanwhile semi-postals on 
behalf of the national aviation 
fund have been released in values 
of 2k plus 2k, 2.50k plus 2.50k, 
3k plus 3k, 4k plus 4k, together 
with 2k plus 8k and 3k plus 12k 
miniature sheets.” “By the way 
of Cuba comes word that officials 
have been issued in values of 50b 
gray, 75b green, 3k red, 5k blue 
and 6k violet, the design being 
Croatia’s coat of arms centered,

“According to information from 
London a 4k plus 2k blue was is- 
sued last year to commemorate 
the Exhibition of Anti-Commun- 
ist Propaganda at Zagreb on Nov. 
27, through Dec. 27, Design, sol- 
diers bearing shield with coat of 
arms, inscription “Borba Udru- 
zene Europe na_ Istoku” (The 
Fight of United Europe in the 
East).” 

CUBA.—Washington Stamp Ex- 
change has shown us_ the one- 
half cent Red Cross Tax Stamp, 
released June 25 (first day of use 
July 1).

The design consists 
of the letter V, with Republica 
De Cuba above and Victoria be- 
low, denomination to the left, 
sc red orange.

No Free Mailing Of 
Philatelic Covers 





The Post Office Department has 
ruled, under date of July 10, that 
covers mailed for philatelic pur- 
poses may not be sent free of post- 
age by members of the military 
and naval forces, 

This means that it is illegal for 
collectors to ask members of our 
armed forces to address covers to 
them, merely in order to get army 
postmarks, or so-called War Cov- 
ers, if said covers are marked 


ca on one side and the coasts of Free. There has as yet been no 


restriction placed on the mailing 
of philatelic covers from army or 
navy posts at home or abroad, by 
men in the service, if proper post- 
age is attached. , 

There is sense to this ruling, and | 
collectors can easily appreciate the | 
necessity for it. The Free Mail 
privilege was established for men 
in the armed forces, under date 
of April 1 last, in order to facilitate 
sending of purely personal mail, 
to families and friends. It was 
not put into effect for the benefit 
of cover collectors, so that they 
might vie with one -another in 
getting the biggest bulges in al- 
bums of modern stampless covers. 

Included in the most recent rul- 
ing of the Post Office Department, 
is a prohibition against Free Mail 
containing “extraneous printed 
matter, stickers, etc., on the face.” 
This might mean that the hun- 
dreds of varieties of Patriotic en- 
velopes now in use by members 
of our armed forces, could be ex- 
cluded from Free Mailing privile- 
ges. Yet, if such envelopes are 
used to send personel letters, sure- 
ly the fact that Old Glory is shown 
on the covers would not exclude 
them from Free Mail. There will 
be a difficult point here, for fu- 
ture interpretation. 

The answer for’ collectors, of 
course, is to collect all War Cov- 
ers that come to them, in the regu- 
lar mail, and not to go out of their 
way to get additional covers, 

There is also another answer. 
Our Uncle Sam, busy as he is with 
the War Effort, is still giving phil- 
atelic handling to first day of is- 
sue covers, and these are the finest 
of Patriotic Covers, Never were 
specially designed envelopes more 
artistic, more attractive, more his- 
toric, than those which were used 
for the first day of the 8c. WIN 
THE WAR stamp July 4th., and 
for the 5¢. CHINA COMMEMO- 
RATIVE stamp of July 7th. These 
are not only Official Firsts, but 
they are historic documents. 

If we want Patriotic Covers, we 
need only to gather together U. S. 
First Day Covers of the past twen- 
ty years, and we have the history 
of the United States, in peace and 
infwar, on both the stamps and 
the envelopes.—L, P, Miller, -Edi-

4. The United States adheres to 
these provisions to this day, since 
for most countries the post card 
rate is covered by the printed red 
government postcards of both 2c 
and 3c denominations. 

5. There is na leagal or treaty 
provision by which the unit dom- 
estic postal rate is required to be 
shown by a red stamp. But gen- 
eral usage, especially among the 
English-speaking countries the 
world over, has established the 
red stamp for unit domestic let- 
ters. Thus we find that Australia 
has had red ld, 1%d and 2d 
stamps at various times between 
1915 and now. 

6. I cannot find any record of 
any U. P. U. agreement that the 
stamp of 15 centimes face (French 
money of before World War I) 
should be of a purple color. 

7. The retention of the purple 
color for our 3 cent stamps has 
of course been primarily due to 
the opinion of those in authority 
that the 3 cent letter rate has 
been a “temporary” matter and 
that the “permanent” or usual 2 
cent letter rate, as it existed from 
1883 to 1918 and’again from 1920 
to 1932, would be restored as soon 
as practicable. 

8. It is not true that the equi- 
valent of 3 cents in postage is 
normally or usually purple in 
most countries. I instance the 
brown 114d stamps until recently 
in use in Africa; the brown 144d 
of Great Britain; the 
gray-green 114d of South Africa, 
as typical of the norma! practice. 

My own judgment is that our 
postal authorities would be well 
advised to make the 3c stamps 
red and the 2c stamps purple, 
from now on. We clearly are go- 
ing to have the 3c rate with us 
for a long time to come; and the 
2c rate is a special local letter 
rate. And as the postal card rate 
to other countries has become 3 
cents for an increasing number 
of such lands, the change would 
be quite in order under our treaty 
obligation within the U. P. U.

In order however that we may 
provide these two gentlemen 
with food for argument and dis- 
cussion we can not refrain from 
referring to the statements by 
Mr. Ryder with regards to the 
Maryland stamp. Why he should 
mention only the Maryland stamp 
is something we can not under- 
stand for in the same period of 
use of purple stamps have we not 
had a blue 3c stamp for Admiral 
Byrd and a terra cotta red 3c 
Pony Express stamp, and if any- 
one by any stretch of their ima- 
gination can call the Swedish- 
Finnish stamp a purple one, then 
we are going color blind and that 
might also apply to some of the 
3c values of the late Famous 
Americans issues. 

We got switched from red to 
purple for our basic letter rate 
postage stamp during the time of 
the Bicentennial issue. It was this 
change that boosted a 3c stamp 
up to a better thing when the 
sudden change of rate cleaned up 
the short printing of 3c purple 
stamps and took them out of post- 
office stocks before collectors 
realized what was happening. 

It would seem eviden: from the 
arguments of Mr. Rich that the 
purple stamps may be but a pas- 
sion of the present Postmaster 
General and that a change in col- 
or to the more pleasing red stamp 
is not beyond the possibilities of 
the near future. Certainly Mr. 
Rich has shown that the usage of 
the purple color on our 3c stamp 
is not justified by obligation to 
any J, °’. U. agreement. 

As further proof of this, we can 
refer you to the listing in the 
Scott Specialized Postage Stamp 
Catalogue, page 271, where you 
will find a United States Postal 
Card with paid reply card attach- 
ed in the value of 3 cents and lo

This was a most quiet week in 
New York, if I visited some of 
the boys early in the morning, 
they weren’t in yet. If I visited 
them after 4 p. m. they were gone 
for the day.

I received a call from post- 
office clerk, whom I am friendly 
with. It seems he found some- 
thing. I hurried over to his sta- 
tion, he had found a sheet of 2c 
Defense stamps with a full gut- 
ter and half of next line of 2’s 
showing, This half was caused by 
a fold over. Explained it was just 
ad oddity this way, but if the

| The Postal Card above referred 
|to was issued back in 1926, years 
before the 3c letter rate became 
effective in this country. What 
was the object or purpose of the 
card and what were the rates and 
regulations that brought about 
its issue at that date. 

Referring to the Postal Guide, 
we find under International Pos- 
tal Service rulings a_ statement 
which reads as_ follows: “Single 
post cards for foreign countries 
generally, 3 cents. To some coun- 
tries, 2 cents.’ Just when this 
regulation went into effect we 
do not know but evidently the 
issue of the 3c postal card in 1926 
would tie up with this change of 
rate for previously the post card 
rate to foreign countries had been 
2 cents as shown by the first Uni- 
versal Postal Union postal card 
issued in 1879. 

Looking into these matters 
brought about a small find for 
your editor, for on discovering 
the 3c postal card as listed by 
Scott the next thought was to go 
to the post office and obtain one 
of the cards for examination and 
study. On doing this I was ad- 
vised by the clerks in the post- 
office that they had no 3c cards, 
but some 2¢ cards, the double 
ones, meaning the cards with paid 
reply, le cards, 

It just so happened that the 
local postmaster was_ standing 
nearby and one of the clerks ask- 
ed him if there were any 3c pos- 
tal cards in the office. The post- 
master replied that he had never 
seen one, but that he had a 2c 
postal card. I immediately asked 
for one, because I had not a good 
recollection of what they were 
like and wished to see if these 
2c cards were of the International 
brand. 

The postmaster went to a safe 
and came back with a 2c card 
which turned out to be a 2c blue 
postal card of the Universal Pos- 
tal Union type, Scott number UX6 
of the issue of 1879. Imagine if 
you can of finding cards of that 
vintage still in a postoffice. Yes, 
I asked how many were in stock 
and finding they had but 18 cards, 
bought them all.

would have found something. 


Another nice lot of Coronations 
came out of Speculative hiding 
early this week. As large as this 
lot was, the purchaser assured me 
that it wouldn’t stay very long 
in his stock. He further added 
that these current times will do 
a lot to stabilize many speculative 
issues. I am rather inclined to 
agree, but with one exception. 
No one knows what quantities of 
stamps are being saved in Eur- 
ope today. Europe was the origi- 
nal home of the speculator. 





I have tried to get further in- 
formation in regard to the Brit- 
ish Solomon 10 shilling, which 
arrived a short time ago. I heard 
they were reprinted, but this is 
only a rumor and at present time 
no more than 5,000 were sold to 
dealers. The stamp is_ selling 
cheaper in N. Y. than in London, 
but New York supplies aren't 
being returned to London. 





I wasn’t a bit surprised when 
the boys told me that they had 
to reorder more supplies on the 
recent Canadian War effort set. 
Our Good neighbors to the north 
set us a very fine example in is- 
suance of a “‘War Effort Set.’’

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Sudan Camel Stamps, 
Their Origin Makes 
An Interesting Story 


Outstanding features in the so- 
called “camel” stamps of the Su- 
dan that will appeal to beginners 
is their general simplicity and the 
scope they offer for a complete 
collection at a low cost. The one 


be | design was in use for nearly forty 


years, comparatively few stamps 
were issued for this period, and 


all are straightforward issues 
without teasing varieties no 
shades. Being large stamps, all 


bi-colored, they make a particu- 
larly handsome array. 

The camel group have _ never 
been in the high value class, as 
the catalogue quotations’ will 
show, the highest price for a used 
specimen being under 5/-, and 
up to 10/1 mint. Some of the 
officials and Army Service items 
are dearer, but these can be omit- 
ted from the general groups if de- 
sired, Catalogue prices for all Su- 
danese stamps seem to me rather 
underrated than otherwise, but 
prices generally are bound to 
rise. The air mails and the his- 
toric Gordon Commemoratives 
have aroused a renewed interest 
in all the issues of Sudan, and 
the earlier camel type are in for 
a new lease of popularity. 

Origin of the Design. 

The ‘camel’ stamps are of 
particular charm and interest if 
only on account of the unique de- 
sign, and it may interest begin- 
ners to know something of its 
origin. It was the work of a 
British officer attached to the 
Egyptian Army, who was in the 
habit of embellishing his military 
reports with miniature pen and 
ink drawings. When proposals 
were made towards the end of 
1896 to replace the Egyptian 
stamps then circulating through- 
out the territory with a definite 
stamp issue, the officer was asked 
to do something in the way of a 
new stamp design. To quote the 
words of the artist, Colonel E. A. 
Stanton:— 

“I produced a drawing of the 
camel, and further to brighten up 
its rather dull appearance in se- 
pia, I drew a set of stamps in 
colors underneath, but my brush 
being too large for fine work, I 
had to make these some three or 
four times larger than the aver- 
age stamps. I also added with a 
fine pen to the bags the words 
“Khartoum” and “Berber.” 

In March, 1898 the stamps ap- 
peared at Berber, and to the ar- 
tist’s surprise the stamps were 
reproduced on the large scale of 
the drawing. There was also some 
slight variation in the Arabic 
inscription and in the ornaments 
above the vignette label. It is 
also interesting to note that in 
the original design the word ‘‘Su- 
dan”’ was spelt “Soudan,” French 
style. 

The first issue appeared on 
March 1, 1898, and was the work 
of De La Rue, comprising eight 
values, 1 mil. to 10 piag., each 
value in two colors. The paper 
used was a white wove, perf. 14, 
and watermarked with a_ cross 
device known as a Quatrefoil. 

To Please the Moslems. 

The next issue appeared in 
1902, and due to the religious 
scruples of the Moslems, and for 
political reasons, the watermark 
was altered to a star and crescent 
in multiple. The set, which ap- 
peared between 1902 and 1911, 
comprised ten values up to the 10 
pias., the new watermark gradu- 
ally replacing the quatrefoil pa- 
per as old stocks were used up. 
The two high values are also 
known on a chalky surface paper. 

Towards the end of 1903 there 
was a shortage of the 5 mil. value, 
and to meet the emergency the 
5 pi. of the first issue on quar- 
trefoil paper was surcharged “5 
Milliemes” in black. The  over- 
printing was done at Khartoum 
irom loose type in blocks of 30 
at a time. A scarce inverted sur- 
charge is the only known variety.

during December, 1903, 

In December, 1921, thé 2 pi. 
appeared in new colors and on a 
chalky paper. Then followed an 
entirely new series on chalky 
paper, in which the stamps ap- 
peared in a normal size, but with we 
the same multiple watermark, and 
perforated 14. The issue was in 
eight values, 1 to 15 mils., and all 
but the last value appeared dur- 
ing 1922. 


In 1927 the watermark was 
again changed, this time to mul- 
tiple “ S. G.” ( for Sudan Gov- 
ernment) with the addition of a 
2 pi, value in the former large 
size. During the period 1927-40 
other high values were added up 
to the 20 pi., all in the larger 
type of design, but with the mul- 
tiple “S. G.” watermark. 

The first Sudanese air mail is- 
sue appeared in 1931 for which 
the 5 and 10 mils. and the 2 pi. 
of the previous issue were used, 
overprinted AIR/MAIL in black. 
The 2 pi. surcharge was in larger 
type. 

On July 18 of the following 
year the 2 pi. was surcharged to 
meet the need for a 2% pi. value 
for air service. The centre of the 
stamp bore the similar air mail 
inscription as before, with the 
addition of 2% in figures in each 
of the top corners, and native 
characters in the lower corners. 

The years 1940-41 saw the ap- 
pearance of the 5 and 10 mils. 
and the 8 pi. of the small type 
stamps surcharged 5 mils., 4% 
pias. and 4% pias. respectively. 
This brings us up to date with 
the camel type, other than the 
officials and the overprinted Ar-

THE 2c WHITE PLAINS 






This stamp was issued at the request of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of White Plains, New York, in commemoration of the battle 
of White Plains, October 28, 1877. The Alexander Hamilton battery, 
shown in the center, is from an oil painting made for the purpose by 
the artist Edmund L, Ward, a resident of White Plains. In the lower 
Jeft corner appears the Continental flag and in the opposite corner 


the “Liberty or Death” flag which® 


was first used in that battle. The 
samp is unusual among U. S&S, 
stamps for its clear background, 
and it also marks the first real at- 
tention paid by our government to 
the requests of philatelists. 

The 2-—Alexander Hamilton’s 
Battery—appeared on October 18, 
1926, perf. 11 and unwatermark- 
ed. It is recorded only in carmine 
rose, there being 12 position 
plocks but no minor varieties on 
the regular issue. 

Hewever, the International 
Stamp Exhibit for 1926 was being 
held in October in New York 
City, and the Department was 
persuaded to issue special sheets 
of 25 of these stamps in compli- 
ment*to the exposition, and spe- 
cial plates were made composed 
of four miniature sheets, jeach 
pane bearing the inscription, ‘‘In- 
ternational Philatelic Exposition, 
October 16t:: to 23rd, New York, 
N. Y. U. S. A.” The lower left 
pane, plate 18774, has a_ line 
through the “C” of “CENTS” on 
the third stamp, and on the ninth 
stamp there is a large dot directly 
above the “S” of “STATES.” 

For th: general issue’ there 
were used plates 18765, 66, 67, 
68 and 18769, and 40,639,485 
stamps were printed. For the ex- 
position sheets the plates used 
were 18770, 71, 73 and 18772 was 
used in printing these “souvenir 
sheets,’ but none of the stamps 
reached the public. 

First day covers are officially 
from White Plains, Washington, 
D.C, and New York, the latter 
with the special cancellation of the 
branch post office set up at the 
exposition,

of the new Canada stamps. She 
is looking for defects that might 
come from damage to the plate 
from which the stamps are print- 
ed. Such defects may be damaged 
spots on the plate which can be 
caused from various reasons, may 
be a crack in the plate due to a 
defect in the metal of the plate 
or some other cause that has de- 
veloped in the course of produc- 
tion, Naturally, every sheet print- 
ed is not inspected in this manner 
but all day long through all the 
various processes of making the 
stamps, inspectors watch them, 
their sole duty being to watch for 
and detect defects from any rea- 
son whatever. It is due to the 
careful work of such inspectors 
that few defective stamps reach 
the public. 

Under present conditions, how- 
ever, when these plants which 
make our postage stamps are also 
burdened with the production of 
War Savings and other’ stamps, 
revenue issues etc., the burden 
of work is so heavy that in times 
like this, there are far more apt 
to be defective stamps and errors 
released from the printing plants 
than at any other time and 
stamp collectors are far more 
watchful at such times. 

The recent discovery of many 
different values of the current U. 
S. Stamps with perforations miss- 
ing between stamps has set col- 
lectors all over the country to 
watching for such varieties and 
even though this is done there 
will be many such things sold 
over post office windows to the 
public and used and lost to the 
stamp collector. More than one 
unknowing, non collector’ will 
scold the careless stamp printers 
for not perforating stamps pro- 
perly and will take a 
shears or use a knife and cut 
apart a pair of such stamps, 

While the stamp printers use 
every effort to prevent the issue 
of defective stamps, the watchful 
and careful eye of thousands of

Postmark Collecting Is 
An Educafional Hobby 
For The Young Collector 


By Althea Harvey 

pr. S. M. Gants of 721 Broad 
Street, Providence, R. I. has cho- 
sen a common hobby and made 
it a very educational] one. It all 
came about when his son had a 
Boy Scout troop which he plan- 
ned to interest in stamp collect- 
ing The drawback was that 
stamps often run into more money 
than the average boy has to 
spend, Dr. Gants suggested post- 
mark collecting as a hobby close- 
ly related to philately. Postmarks 
are easily obtained for almost 
nothing and there is an unlimited 
number to be secured. In order 
to make the hobby interesting 
and educational, Dr. Gants pro- 
posed that the boys find out 
something about each town to tie 
up with the postmark. 

Soon he himself took up this 
hobby in earnest and he now has 
over 7000 different postmarks 
each with a writeup of its own. 
The discarded envelopes from a 
business concern’ will furnish 
many different town cancellations, 
but there are the unusual names 
which have to be secured direct 
from postmasters. In such cases

Many postage meter collectors 
have become interested in the 
new use of meters for imprinting 
state tax stamps on cigarettes and 
liquor. The metering machines 
for liquor taxes have a limited 
use in Maryland, Virginia and 
South Carolina, but there is a 
more general use for cigarette 
taxes. 

At the present tiyne fifteen 
states and two cities are using 
this time saving device for “‘affix- 
ing stamps’”’ on, packages of ciga- 
rettes, This meter has “been de- 
}veloped by Pitney Bowes who 
jare widely known for their post- 
age meters. An entire carton is 
passed through the machine and 
ten tax stamp imprints are ap- 
plied on the cellophane wrappers 
and the carton is resealed all in 
a ‘single operation.

Vandivier sent in some interesting bits he has 


run across in searching some of the old Post Master General reports. 
Here are a few notes on wrecks in which R, P, O, trains were involved 
showing the hazards in the life of a Railway Mail Clerk, 

July 25th, 1895—San Fran. Mendota & Los, Ang. R, P. O. train 
18 ran sideways into the San Fran. & Los Ang, R, P, O. train 19

The Switz City & Effingham 
R, P. O. (now part of the Indi- 
anapolis & Effingham R- P. O.) 
was involved in wrecks as fol- 
lows. In fiscal year 1892-3 14 
times, in 1893-4 9 times, and in 
1894-5 15 times. Quite a record 
I'd say. Lots of crash covers for 
the boys to look for. 


Mr, Vandivier also mentions 
the Beaver Falls & Rochester and 
the Beaver Falls & Vanport R. 
P. O.’s. These were on an inter- 
urban line. I have heard several 
times of these offices but cannot 
locate a cancel. If any of the 
readers have one please let me 
see it. I am beginning to doubt 
that these offices existed as it is 
so hard to find a cancel from 
them, 





How many R. P. O. titles have 
there been? Mr. Vandivier says 
he is werking on a_ list of all 
known titles and expects it to ex- 
ceed 10,000 titles. That’s a _ lot 
but it is a guarantee that there 
will always be new items to look 
for for our collections. That’s 
most of the fun of collecting any- 
way, finding sometfhing new and 
with variety like that most of us 
will always have something new 
to look forward to. 

Have recently been reading a 
bit about the early railroads of 
the U. S. and according to my in- 
formation the Baltimore & Ohio 
had seven miles of track in oper- 
ation in 1829. Whether any mail 
was carried I do not know but 
there is a possibility that there 
was. 

The road was opened for travel 
from Baltimore to Ellicotts Mills, 
a distance of thirteen miles, on 
May 24, 1830. That would be a 
nice date to find on an R. P. O. 
cover. 

The South Carolina’ Railroad 
started operation the same year, 
(1830) but I do not know the 
exact date of the first run. It 
was the first railroad designed 
from the start for steam locomo- 
tion; the Baltimore & Ohio used 
horse tower for a short while 
at the start. 





I believe that in order for this 
column to be of the greatest value 
to all concerned that it should 
not be a one man affair. I have 
had a lot of help from various 
readers or I could not have gone 
on as long as I have, but I would 
like to turn the whole’ column 
over to a guest writer from time 
to time so that there will be a 
new view point expressed and 
new information brought to light. 
I am su:e2 that a great many of 
you have information that would 
be of value to your fellow col- 
lectors. How about some volun- 
teers? The field is broad and not 
much has been written about R. 
P. O. as yet.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Wilbur Unthank Of Dayton 
Charged With Defrauding 
Dealers With Bad Checks 


Wilbur N. Unthank, 27 year 
old Dayton resident is again in 
the hands of the police, this time 
it is the Federal Authorities who 
charge him with puréasing stamps 
through the mails and_ giving 
fraudulext checks in payment. 


Unthank worked under various 
aliases from Lebanon New Car- 
lisle and Franklin, Ohio also 
under the name of Grant Bisling. 
He offered stamp dealers about 
the country, bait which they 
eagerly snatched at and as a re- 
sult many of them found them- 


selves hooked for substantial 
sums. 

Unthank used a plan _ that 
brought results for him. .He 
would order from printed adver- 
tisements, choice stamps from 


various dealers and would en- 
close a check drawn on a Lebanon 
Ohio bank. The check looked good 
to dealers who received them ex- 
cept that the purchaser had for- 
gotten to sign the check. Invaria- 
bly dealers receiving the order 
and check would gladly fill the 
order and return the check along 
with the stamp, calling attention 
to the fact that the remitter had 
failed o sign the check and would 
he kindly do so and return same. 


Therein lay the bait that caught 
numerous dealers for’ Bisling 
(Unthank) had no account at the 
bank on which the checks were 
drawn and did not sign and re- 
turn the checks which came back 
to him. 


The search for Unthank was 
started when Stanley Earnhart 
the postmaster at Lebanon had 
received several complaints and 
had notified U. S, Post Office in- 
spectors at Cincinnati. Inspector 
Ferrell took up the chase and on 
contacting Police Chief Howard 
Fulkerth at Lebanon, he was in- 
formed that Unthank was. al- 
ready locked up in the Lebanon 
Jail. Unthank had been arrested 
several days previously on a 
reckless driving charge, fined $50 
and unable to pay, was lodged 
in jail where Ferrell found him. 

A search of Unthank’s’ car 
turned up an army officer’s uni- 
form and a_ large quantity of 
valuable stamps. Dealers who 
have been defrauded in this in- 
stance should contact the P. O. 
Inspector at Cincinnati, 

This is the same Unthank who 
figured in a_ cutting scrape in 
Dayton over a year ago and who 
because he was ejected from an 
exhibition by the Dayton Phila- 
telic Society a few years ago, 
filed suit which was thrown out 
of court.
